The stock market was more active than
nsnal of late, while the tone was stronger
than for sowe time, resulting in material
gains over the entire active list and some
sharp advances in & few of the leaaing
sharea. The “bulls” were more courageous
and aggressive than for many weeks, and
the Western operators, as well as London,
were buyers of their favorites, the former
being specially courageous in view of the
veory flattering erop conditions, which are
now receiving theirdue attention from all
classes of operators. The market opeued
with amall fractional gains over last night’s
figures, extending to % per cent., and while
there was some hesitation on selling of some
“short’” stocks in Union Psecific, the tone
was soon recovered and an upward move-
ment was inpaugurated, whaeh, with but
slight interruption, lasted tbroughong the
session. Missouri Pacitic early teok the
lead in the advance, but later the grangers
and Uunion Pacific came to the front again
and especially sharp gains were madein
the last bhalf bour. The bank statement
when issued showed ouly shight loss in re-
serves and cash beld, while deposits were
increased materially, The eftect of the
demands to move the crops were
not so agnmns as expected and there
was a rush to bay on the strength of the
statement, which moved up all the leaders
with more animation and Union FPaeifio
sveoially seored a handsome gain. The up-
ward movement also extended to a large
number of specialties and the market broad-
ened out materially, some instances show-
ing advances of over 2 per cent. The mar-
ket finally closed active and strong at the
highest price of the day. The trading ex-
tended to 123 547 Liated.

Railroad bonds were especially active,

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TRADING AT CHICAGO.

Operators Selzed With & Panic to Buy—Rye
Gains 30 Cents on the Waek.

CHICAGO, Aug. 15.—The local dealers in
cereals completely lost all euntrol over the
wheat, corn and rye markets this morning,
and many times during the day they

clearly lost control over themselves, No
such excited scrambles have been seen 1n
the Chlcago wheat pit since Hutehinson
ran his corner in that cereal in the fall of
1888, Outside dealers were as much at sea
as the Chicago speculators. Hundreds of
messages were received by commission men
from clients in the country inguiring ““what
do von think of the market?” but the blind
eonld not lead the blind, so each one was
allowed to grope for himself. The story ie
only barely indicated by the closing quota-
tions, which show 6%¢ advance in wheat,
8¢ in rye and 2%¢ in corn.

The excitement which characterized the
trading yutordas was quadrupled at the
openung to-day. December wheat that was |

tire pit full of operators, haggard and ex-
cited brokers, yellad their bids, and as
nothing but higher and still higher prices
could induce anyone to sell, bLids of $1.05,
$£1.00, £1.07 and finally £1.08 were thundered
almost simnitaneously from husky throats
with very little grain secured as the price
shot up. There was a feeling that atter
such & panicky advance the worst wasover
for the “‘shorts” for this eventful day at
least, Comparative quiet soon succeeded
and the price once more began to sag, but
“short” sellers had received such a erunel
experience in the earlier stages that the
only parties who offered grain towards
the close were those who had it
previously bought and thought well of
the profit offered to them. Many of the
most execited traders could not give a co-
herent account of the cause of all the tur-
moil, but sifted of the whirling clouds of
dust which obscured everything except
the fact that the market was in a tremen-
dous state of nervous panie, the sitnation
seemed to be the result of the domestic and
foreign markets being all feverishly higher.
The short rye erop in Russia, the excite-
ment in the German rye market over the
Russian probibition of rye exports, a re-
port that the cereal crop of Austria-
Hungary was heavily deficient and the
shortage in the wheat crops of France and
India, all pointed to a shortage in the
word’s breadstutis. lLondon was up lson
cargoes for prompt shipment. Liv.
erpool was 1@2d higher, and gquoted
strong and advancing.  Then & report
was put in ciroulation that James

Keene, of New York, backed by a big
Eastern syndicate, was running a “bull”
campalgn in wheat. The memory of his
last corner here in 1877-78, when he held
wheat up in the neighborhood of $1.40 for a
long vime, came to the perspiring “shorts”
as a frightful nightmare, and rather than
take any clances thog ran to the nearest
cover, regardliess of the cost. LEarly re-
portas from New York that foreigners were
selling heavily caused s change of senti-
ment. Wheat was thrown overboard in
blocks, and the pfice broke as indicated
above. This was near the opening. By the
time $1.08 was reached the excited shouters
began to lose their breath, end to realize
that the “short” Saturday session end-
ing at noon was drawimng to a eclose, and
that it would be a good thing to even up
trades in view of the intervening Sunday.

At varions times daring the day it was
said that B. F. Hutchinson was again in
the saddle; that he had been righton wheat
and corn for some time and that he had
made a lot of money and was miving the
boys in the pit another taste of Lus tactics,
It wasalso given out that Pardridge, after
bis recent heavy fall, had again plucked
up courage to enter the fray and that he
nad been a heavy seller above $1.08,

This would have been an exciting day for
speculators in grain if even wheat had re-
mained stationary. Corn was only of sec-
ondary interest to-day becanse, asarule, the
crowd trading in it is smalier than that in
wheat. The filuctuations were frequent
and of sufficient severity to be ealled
seusational, and, as 11n wheat, the
trend of prices waes strongly upward. Sep-
tember, which atone period of the session
sold as low as 5930, only reached ite pin-
nacle when it touched 65190, and 1t stood at
621g¢ at the close of tue session, or 2%0¢
above the pointit stopped at yesterday.
The advance was due ior the most part to
the excitement in the wheat market. and
that was taken advantage of by those who
are working the ‘“bull” mide of the deal. It
was said that Hutohinson, now in New
York, was on the “bull’ side of the corn
deal also.

Butter can be produced at a cost of 13
cents a pound, sccording to the results of
experiments made, but to do so the silo
must be used, the feed given jndiciounsly,
and the cows must be of the best, produe-
ing not less than three hundred pounds of
butter per year. Cows that produece less
will increase the cost according to the dif-

ference in the number of pounds below
three hundred.
